Families 
Reunite 
After 
Ruling 


Two Children 
Brought To 
State In June

Two children and their par- 
ents, separated at the US.- 
Mexico border weeks ago, were 
reunited Monday in Connecti- 
cut, officials said. 

The children, a Honduran 
boy and an El Salvadoran girl, 
were reunified at the Immigra- 
tion and Customs Enforcement 
office in Hartford with their 
parents for the first time since 
they were taken by immigra- 
tion authorities from detention 
centers in Texas and brought to 
Connecticut in June under the 
Trump administration’s “zero- 
tolerance” immigration policy. 

The reunification of the two 
families comes just days after a 
federal judge in Connecticut 
ruled it was unconstitutional to 
separate the minors from their 
families. 

The U.S. attorney’s office put 
in a request last week with the 
government to expedite the 
reunification of the children 
and their parents. 

“During the hearing on July 
Il, 2018, the U.S. Attorney’s 
Office advised the court that it 
had submitted a formal request 
that the Plaintiff’s reunification 
with their parents be ex- 
pedited,” court documents 


According to the court filing, 
though the children’s parents 
are subject to detention, the U.S 
Department of Homeland Se- 
curity and Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement will par- 
ole the parents from custody. 

According to the lawsuit 
filed on behalf of the children 
on July 2 in US. District Court 
in New Haven, J.S.R. is a 
9-year-old boy from Honduras. 
He and his father crossed the 
U.S.-Mexico border in June, 
escaping gang violence. The 
pair were detained at a facility 
in Hidalgo, Texas, before J.S.R.

HELSINKI — President Donald Trump handed Russian 
President Vladimir Putin an unalloyed diplomatic triumph during 
their summit here Monday as he refused to support the collective 
conclusion of U.S. intelligence agencies that Russia had interfered 
in the 2016 U.S. presidential election.

Talks With Developer Halt 


Plans For 76-Acre ‘All 
Sports Village’ Paused

Windsor Locks officials have halted negotiations 
with a Long Island developer who has proposed 
building a $150 million-$200 million sports complex 
in their town, First Selectman Chris Kervick said in 
an email Monday. 

Kervick said the decision was “based on new 
information,” but declined to explain what that new 
information was. Andy Borgia failed to return calls 
for comment on the town’s decision to suspend 


proposal that was unveiled only a week ago. 

A lawsuit was filed in New York state court last 
October claiming that Borgia and his related 
companies had defrauded four investors out of 
$462,000 they’d put into a sports complex project of 
his in Islip, NY. 

In fall 2017, after six years of delays and political 
controversies, the Islip sports complex development 
project was taken over by another developer with 
the approval of local Islip officials. 

The Windsor Locks proposal called for construc- 
tion of an “All Sports Village” on 76 acres of former 
tobacco land along Route 20. Borgia’s JABS Sports 
Management plan included an indoor arena, an 
outdoor stadium, two hotels, 16 indoor basketball/
